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251 candidates file for office

A total of 251 candidates have filed for 
office in Lawrence, Johnson, Martin and Floyd 
counties as the deadline to file for the May 
primary ended Tuesday. 

The total includes 56 in Lawrence County, 
39 in Johnson County, 64 in Martin County 
and 63 in Floyd County. 

In addition, 16 candidates filed for local 
judicial seats and 13 entered state legislative 
contests. 

Several incumbents decided not to throw 
their hats into the ring for another term, while 
some other current officials will not face oppo- 
sition in either the primary or general election. 

Among incumbents not seeking re-election 



are Lawrence County Jailer Phil Triplett, Law- 
rence County District 4 Magistrate William 
Lemaster, Martin County Clerk Carol Sue 
Mills, Floyd County Judge-Executive R.D. 
“Doc” Marshall, Floyd County Sheriff John K. 
Blackburn, Judge John David Caudill of the 
31st Judicial Circuit and Judge Susan Mullins 
Johnson of the 24th Judicial District. 

Incumbents in Lawrence County with no 
challengers are PVA Chris Rose and County 
Surveyor Cliff West, both Democrats. 

In Johnson County, incumbents with no 
opposition include Judge-Executive Tucker 
Daniel, County Clerk Sallee “Conley” Hol- 
brook and County Attorney Michael Endicott, 
all Republicans; PVA Michael “Dip” Stafford 
and Coroner J.R. Frisby, both Democrats. 

County Attorney Kennis Maynard and PVA 



Bobby Hale, both Republicans, are unopposed 
in Martin County. 

Floyd County officials with no challengers 
include County Clerk Chris Waugh, County 
Attorney Keith Bartley and PVA Connie Han- 
cock, all Democrats. 

Also running for re-election without oppo- 
nents are Judge John David Preston and Fam- 
ily Court Judge Janie McKenzie- Wells in the 
24th Judicial Circuit; Judge John Kevin Hol- 
brook in the 24th Judicial District; Judge 
Johnny Ray Harris and Family Court Judge 
Dwight Stacy Marshall in the 31st Judicial 
Circuit; Judges Jimmy “Blue” Marcum and 
Eric D. Hall in the 31st Judicial District; and 
state Rep. Greg Stumbo of Prestonsburg.

Ruling 
issued 
in jail 
lawsuit

PAINTSVILLE - A judge has 
decided one issue in a lawsuit filed 
by a former applicant for the admin- 
istrator’s position at the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center in 
Paintsville. 

Johnson Circuit Judge John 
David Preston ruled Friday in a law- 
suit filed by Charles R. “Randy” 
Bowen that fiscal courts in Law- 
rence, Johnson, Martin and Magof- 
fin counties do not have to approve 
appointments of jail authority mem- 
bers by their respective judge-exec- 
utives. 

Bowen is a former applicant for 
the administrator’s position at the 
detention center, and he filed a law- 
suit asking for a declaratory judg- 
ment directing board members to 
install him as administrator immedi- 
ately under the same terms offered 
to Pete Fitzpatrick, who was hired to 
the position, as well as an award for 
costs and attorney fees. 

Bowen in his lawsuit challenged 
the appointment of Fitzpatrick, 
alleging that Chris Todd, who had 
been appointed to the jail authority 
by Martin County Judge-Executive 
Kelly Callaham, was not entitled or 
eligible to vote because his appoint- 
ment had not been approved by the 
Martin County Fiscal Court. 

Bowen also said in his lawsuit 
that the jail board violated the Ken-

Federal prosecutors seek 
arraignment for drug defendants 



PIKEVILLE — Federal prosecutors are wanting 
three Floyd County Detention Center inmates taken 
to federal court for arraignment on federal drug 
charges. 

James E. DeRossett, Billy Jerome Shepherd and 
Phillip Morgan Joseph were among six people 
indicted in December on federal drug charges. They 
are currently lodged in the Floyd County Detention 
Center awaiting trial on state charges, according to 
separate motions filed by Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Gary Todd Bradley, who wants the Floyd County 
jailer commanded to deliver the defendants to the 
U.S. Marshal so that they can be taken to U.S. Dis- 



trict Court in Pikeville for arraignment. 

Two other defendants in the federal case, Robert 
Haddox and John C. Barnett, have pleaded not 
guilty and their trial is set for March 10. 

A sixth defendant, Tara Huff, has not been 
arraigned. 

The six were indicted in December on federal 
charges of conspiring to distribute heroin, cocaine 
and oxycodone in Johnson and Floyd counties. 

The indictment claims the defendants conspired 
to knowingly and intentionally distribute controlled

Fallon 
ice fatal to 
Johnson 
resident

PAINTSVILLE - A Boons Camp 
man died after falling on ice Mon- 
day morning while leaving to go to 
his maintenance job with AT&T. 

Norman Cook, 47, of Boons 
Camp, was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Johnson County Coroner 
J.R. Frisby, who said it occurred 
shortly before 7 a.m. Monday. 

“He was leaving for work, and 
his wife looked out the window 
about 25-30 minutes after he left 
and his truck was still there, so she 
went to check it out and found him 
lying in the driveway. He had appar- 
ently slipped on the icy- covered 
driveway. EMS was called and once 
they determined there were no signs 
of life, they called me. I sent him to 
Frankfort for an autopsy, and they 
said his death was due to blunt force 
trauma to the head from slipping on 
the ice.” 

Cook is survived by his wife, 
Eleanor Smith Cook; two sons, Tim- 
othy Cook of Prestonsburg and 
Brandon Cook of Boons Camp; a 
brother, Shane Cook of Bevinsville; 
and two sisters, Charlene Tackett of 
Vega Way, Idaho, and Beth Boyd of 
Bevinsville. 

Funeral services will be 11 a.m. 
Thursday, Jan. 30, at Little Rock 
Old Regular Baptist Church at Bev- 
insville. Burial will be in the Tom 
Johnson Cemetery at Bevinsville. 



Governor, congressman announce ‘Super I-way’ 



U.S. Rep. Harold “Hal” Rogers 
and Gov. Steve Beshear last week 
announced plans for the Next Gen- 
eration Kentucky Information High- 
way project, providing critically 
needed high-speed broadband Inter- 
net access to the state. 

The project is estimated to cost 
$100 million, and could take up to 
three years to build nearly 3,000 
miles of fiber infrastructure, which 
is often referred to as “middle” mile 
dark fiber. The underserved Eastern 
Kentucky region will be the first 
priority for the project. 

“The new ‘Super I-way’ will lev- 



el the playing field,” said Rogers. 
“It takes away our historic barriers to 
better jobs, the difficult terrain and 
isolation. All of a sudden, the world 
is flat and the famed superior work 
ethic of our people will be able to 
compete with the world from home.” 
Currently, Kentucky ranks 46th 
in high-speed broadband Internet 
availability. Nearly a quarter of the 
commonwealth’s population - 23 
percent - has no access to broad- 
band. The Next Generation Ken- 
tucky Information Highway will 
offer affordable and accessible high- 
speed Internet to reduce barriers of 



geography for businesses and citi- 
zens. 

The Center for Rural Develop- 
ment has been a key player in plan- 
ning for the expansion of broadband 
in Southern and Eastern Kentucky 
for two years. In partnership with 
the state, The Center will lead the 
first phase of broadband expansion 
in Eastern Kentucky. With a grant 
from the Appalachian Regional 
Commission, The Center has initiat- 
ed a feasibility study that will outline 
the costs and plans of laying dark 
fiber to meet broadband needs in 
eastern Kentucky. The study is 



anticipated to be completed by the 
end of January. 

“The expansion of high-speed 
broadband is a monumental step in 
improving the quality of life for citi- 
zens in Kentucky, but especially 
rural populations that are under- 
served and struggling,” said Lonnie 
Lawson, president and CEO of The 
Center for Rural Development. 
“High speed broadband opens many 
doors of opportunity for business 
expansion and attraction in high- 
growth industries, employment, edu- 
cation, and healthcare. It will help 
us realize the possibilities coming 



from the SOAR Initiative and allow 
us to compete in an interconnected 
global economy.” 

Rogers and Beshear are making 
the broadband project a part of the 
Shaping Our Appalachian Region, or 
SOAR, Initiative. Last month, Bes- 
hear and Rogers organized the 
SOAR Summit to gather ideas and 
recommendations about how to 
move Kentucky’s Appalachian 
region forward. The SOAR Summit, 
held in Pikeville Dec. 9, attracted

tucky Open Records Act by 
not responding to his request 
in writing and giving him cer- 
tain records, after which he 
filed a second open records 
request and then received cer- 
tain records without any 
explanation of what was being 
given and what was being 
withheld. 

Bowen argued that KRS 
67.710(8) requires fiscal court 
approval of jail authority 
appointments. 

The jail authority, in a 
motion for summary judge- 
ment, cited KRS 441.810, 
which deals solely with 
regional jail authorities and 
calls for appointments to them 
be made by the county judge- 
executive of the counties con- 
tained within the authority. 
The jail board argued that 
there was no requirement that 
the Martin County Fiscal 
Court approve Callaham’s 
appointment to the authority. 

“It can be argued that both 
statutes refer to the appoint- 
ment of regional Jail authority 
members,” Preston said in his 
ruling. “The rule of construc- 
tion is that when two statutes 
concern the same or similar 
subject matter, the specific 
statute prevails over the gen- 
eral statute. In this case, the 
statute relied upon by the 
Defendant (the Authority) is 
clearly the specific statute 
since it is contained within a 
section of the statutes dealing 
solely and specifically with 
regional jail authorities. That 
statute does not require fiscal 
court approval of appoint- 
ments to the regional Jail 
authority. The statute cited by 
the Plaintiff (Bowen) is con- 
tained within an omnibus stat- 
ute relating to the powers of 
county judges/executive. 
Applying the aforementioned 
rule of construction to this 
case, the court concludes as a 
matter of law that appoint- 
ments to the regional Jail 
authority are made solely by 
the county judge-executive 
and do not require fiscal court 
approval.” 

In the open records issue, 
the authority said the omission 
of a written response to the 
records request was “merely a 
technical violation, because 
Bowen was given what it 
believed were the requested 
copies within a few days,” the 
order said. 

KRS 61.871 says, “The 
General Assembly finds and 
declares that the basic policy 
of KRS 61 .870 to KRS 61 .884 
is that free and open examina- 



tion of public records is in the 
public interest and the excep- 
tions provided for by KRS 
61.878 are otherwise provided 
by law shall be strictly con- 
strued, even though such 
examination may cause incon- 
venience or embarrassment to 
public officials or others.” 

The authority said in 
response that it cannot be held 
liable under the Open Records 
Act because the violation was 
technical in nature, and Bow- 
en received the records within 
the time period prescribed by 
law and that there was no bad 
faith on the part of the agency. 

The court concluded that 
“there was in fact a violation 
of the Open Records Act by 
the failure of the Defendant to 
respond in writing within the 
three day time period and that 
there exist issues of fact as to 
whether or not there was a 
willful violation of the statute 
and those issues preclude 
summary judgment.” 

Preston said in his order 
that “the motion of the Defen- 
dant for summary judgment 
with respect to the complaint 
made by the Plaintiff concern- 
ing the hiring of Pete Fitzpat- 
rick as jail administrator is 
granted and that portion of the 
complaint is dismissed.” 

Preston denied the motion 
for summary judgment con- 
cerning the Open Records Act 
violations. 

“There being other issues 
to resolve in this litigation, 
this is not a final and appeal- 
able order,” Preston said. 

Bowen’s complaint says 
that when Callaham appointed 
Todd to the jail authority to 
replace Mike Crum, the 
appointment was not approved 
by the Martin County Fiscal 
Court. The suit says that on 
the same day he was appoint- 
ed, Todd attended a jail 
authority meeting in which 
“the board voted to determine 
who would be hired as the jail 
administrator.” 

Ten authority members , 
including Todd, attended the 
meeting in which member 
Nick Frazier made a motion to 
hire Fitzpatrick as the jail 
administrator, the complaint 
said. Five members, including 
Todd, voted for Fitzpatrick 
and five members voted 
against him, the suit said. 

Authority member Diane 
Watson then made a motion to 
hire Bowen as the jail admin- 
istrator, with five members 
voting for Bowen and five, 
including Todd, voting against 
him, the complaint says. 

Bowen said in his com- 
plaint that it appeared for the

more than 1,700 Kentuckians. 
The summit report is available 
online at http://www.gover- 
nor.ky. gov/S OAR. Lack of 

high-speed broadband access 
was frequently cited as an 
impediment to economic 
development, Rogers said. 

Most households in the 
state have access to an Inter- 
net service provider (ISP), but 
that’s not the same as high- 
speed broadband. Broadband 
is considered “always on” and 
is capable of carrying much 
larger amounts of information 
to a larger group of users. 

As the federal definition of 
broadband changes, and mini- 
mum speed increases (often in 
megabits per second, or 
MBS), Kentucky falls further 
behind because the service 
available to citizens does not 
meet these minimum qualifi- 
cations. 

Today, only about half of 
the state’s households use 
broadband service, and nearly 
one-quarter can’t access 
broadband at all. 

“That’s not acceptable,” 
said Beshear. “We cannot get 
companies to even consider 



locating in an area that doesn’t 
have broadband. This is just 
one reason high-speed broad- 
band Internet is important for 
the entire economy of Ken- 
tucky, not just urban areas.” 

The project will incorpo- 
rate the current and best avail- 
able technology at a speed of 
up to 100 gigabits per second. 

“Planning for broadband 
expansion has brought togeth- 
er many partners who care 
about improving the lives of 
our citizens,” Lawson said. 
“In addition to the leadership 
provided by Congressman 
Rogers and Governor Bes- 
hear, efforts to create critical 
technology infrastructure in 
Eastern Kentucky would not 
have been possible without 
the extraordinary participation 
and commitment of the Com- 
monwealth Office of Technol- 
ogy, the Kentucky Council on 
Postsecondary Education, the 
University of Kentucky, and 
the Kentucky Community and 
Technical College System. 
The collaborative approach 
used to guide this project is 
exactly the approach that will 
lift up our poorest communi- 
ties and transform them into 
our best.”

The indictment says DeR- 
ossett, Joseph and Huff alleg- 
edly distributed heroin in 



moment that neither he nor 
Fitzpatrick had won the vote 
and that another board mem- 
ber, Rick May, made a motion 
to disqualify Fitzpatrick from 
further consideration due to 
“discrepancies in qualifica- 
tions according to the adver- 
tisement.” 

During the meeting, mem- 
bers discussed whether or not 
Fitzpatrick had the required 
experience needed for the 
position, the complaint said, 
and the authority voted with 
five members in favor of dis- 
qualifying Fitzpatrick due to 
his lack of qualifications 
while five members, including 
Todd, voted to not disqualify 
Fitzpatrick. 

The notice of the June 28, 
2012, special meeting includ- 
ed two agenda items: “hiring a 
new secretary for the authori- 
ty,” and “signing the contract 
for the new administrator,” the 
complaint said. 

On June 27, 2012, the 
authority attempted to amend 
the agenda for the June 28, 
2012, special meeting without 
giving the required three days’ 
notice, the complaint said, and 
the purported amendment was 
to consider “hiring the admin- 
istrator,” as opposed to “sign- 
ing the contract for the new 
administrator.” 

In addition to failing to 
give the required notice, it is 
“apparent” that some authori- 
ty members did not receive 
the revised agenda before the 
meeting itself, the complaint 
said. After a period of “argu- 
ment and infighting,” the 
authority voted at the special 
meeting to hire Fitzpatrick as 
the jail administrator, and the 
authority entered into a con- 
tract with Fitzpatrick for the 
position that he still holds, the 
suit said.

Jenny Wiley State Resort 
Park naturalist Trinity Shep- 
herd reviewed information on 
elk tours and many other 
events being held at Jenny 
Wiley. 

Shepherd indicated that 
the elk-viewing tours were 
offered on specific dates in 
September through March. 
Since elk were reintroduced 
into Kentucky through a res- 
toration project by the Depart- 
ment of Fish & Wildlife in 
1997, Kentucky’s elk popula- 
tion has grown to almost 
10,000, and some of the best 
places to view the elk habitats 
are on reclaimed surface 
mines in Eastern Kentucky, 
making elk tours popular in 



the area. 

Prestonsburg Tourism 
Commission director Freddie 
James provided historical per- 
spective on commerce and 
tourism, discussed Floyd 
County tourist attractions and 
relayed information on a new 
venture touted as the “Moon- 
shine Hideaway.” 

James described the many 
tourism activities in and 
around Floyd County. He told 
the group how bus tours enjoy 
coming to the area and how a 
new project called the “Moon- 
shine Hideaway” is fast 
becoming a popular attrac- 
tion. 

The actual “Moonshine 
Hideaway” is located at the 
Jenny Wiley campground.

James noted that he could 
see the Hideaway Moonshine 
Tour becoming very popular 
over the next few years. He 
said the moonshine aspect 
intrigues tourists and leaves a 
lasting impression when they 
are considering plans for their 
next trip. 

Both Shepherd and James 
emphasized to the group how 
important it is for local resi- 
dents to know the many activ- 
ities and events offered in the 
area.

PRESTONSBURG - Ken- 
tucky State Police conducted a 
Safe School training session 
with the staff of Duff Elemen- 
tary and Allen Central Middle 
School in Floyd County Thurs- 
day. 

Supervisors and troopers 
from Post 9 in Pikeville trav- 
eled to Floyd County to train 
educators on how to prepare 
for active shooting survival 
situations in lieu of recent 
school violence. 

The KSP, with input from 
school administrators across 
the state, have developed a 
program aimed at helping all 
schools respond effectively 
during an active shooting inci- 
dent.

WE RE GETTING THINGS DONE 
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Five things to 
watch out for 
when buying 
electronics

Let’s face it, it’s a mar- 
keting-driven world out 
there, and companies will 
use what they can to sell 
something - and they’ll 
keep using it if it turns out 
to work! 

The list below is not of 
scams exactly; the compa- 
nies aren’t lying or any- 
thing. But they are making 
a mountain out of a mole- 
hill in some cases. 

Let me put some of 
these claims into context 
for you, so you can buy 
your gadgets with a little 
more clarity. 

The Retina display 

A fine example of 
Apple’s marketing genius. 
(You don’t get to be the 
most profitable company 
in America by slacking 
off.) 

A Retina display is a 
nice display, certainly, but 
the old ones weren’t exact- 
ly sliced liver. The compa- 
ny crams more pixels into 
each square inch, to the 
point where it claims our 
retinas can’t see them any 
more - hence the name. In 
reality, it’s just a welcome 
but modest upgrade to a 
single component in a 
complex instrument, 
whether it’s an iPhone, an 
iPad or a Mac computer. 
(Some Android offerings 
have even higher densi- 
ties.) If you are buying a 
tablet or a desktop, have 
the money to throw away 
and you like the looks of it 
- grab one. But the rest of 
us can save a few hundred 
dollars by living with ordi- 
nary and quite decent 
screens. 

Camera megapixels 

We see the branding for 
16- and 20-plus megapixel 
cameras all the time now. 
The fact is, camera image 
quality is the result of a 
balance of a number of fac- 
tors. Don’t get conned into 
choosing a camera solely 
on the megapixel number. 
The really high numbers - 
like that top-of-the-line 
Nokia smartphone with 41 
megapixels - are for pros 
who produce large-scale 
prints. 

For everyday shooting, 
anything with eight mega- 
pixels or more is fine. If for 
some reason your smart- 
phone camera isn’t doing it 
for you, go ahead and get a 
standalone camera - but 
look for features like opti- 
cal zoom, range and fast 
shutter speed. And make 
sure it’s Wi-Fi enabled, 
too. Forget the megapixels. 

3-D HDTVs 

I’m glad I don’t have to 
manufacture and sell HDT- 
Vs. The low and medium 
ends are tough, price-driv- 
en markets, with razor- thin 
margins for the manufac- 
turers. So how do they 
make money? With new- 
fangled features they use to 
justify a slightly higher 
price. 

While we’re waiting for 
the ballyhooed 4K HDTVs 
to come down in price 
where mere mortals can 
afford them, we’re stuck 
with paying extra for the 
current add-on, 3-D. Here’s 
the problem: Who wants to 
sit around with friends 
watching a game or a mov- 
ie with those dorky glasses 
on? Most TVs only come 
with two pair, and addi- 
tional ones are extra - a lot 
extra. 

The result: Your vision- 
impaired guests are reach- 
ing around awkwardly for 
the nachos. Not too roman- 
tic for couples, either. 
Although 3-D might be fun 
for some family novelty 
nights, most families are 
going to have to shell out 
for a couple of pairs of 
extra glasses. 

Lesson: Beware the 

ballyhooed new HDTV 
add-on. Here’s a P.S.: Size 
on those TVs is relative, 
too. Get one that works
